Nevertheless, within the 
sawfly area, Rescue may be expected 
to eliminate, almost entirely, the 
heavy annual losses in yield from 
sawfly. ;

The “Crop Testing Plan” has 
completed an analysis of several 
thousand samples of farmers’ 
wheat handed .in for’ test as to 
trueness-to-variety, each— 
representing a field of oa pro- 
duced in 1946. __ 

The percentage of samples 
which graded “A” this year was i 
52%, compared with 47% in 1945 ae 
and 39% in 1944. The number of : 

- | “B’s”, which means that the crop ; 
was beginning to be somewhat im- ® j 
pure this year, was 20%; compar- 
ed with 24% last year and 24% in 
1944. The, number of “C’s” and 
“‘Mixtures” -- which are very bad 
— was 28%, compared with 29% 
last year and 37% in 1944. 

It will be observed that there 

is once again an improvement in 
trueness-to-variety of the crops, 
as shown by the increase in “A’s” 
‘and the decrease in “C’s” and Mix- 
tures”, there is certainly room for t 
improvement. 4.6% of the samples 
tested’ were of an entirely differ- 
ent variety from that which the 
farmer stated and thought se was 
growing. 
’ All farmers, who had iatihad 
in for test ,have been notified of 
the results. Those with “C’s” and 
“Mixtures” have been advised. to 
purchase better seed, Registered 
or Certified if possible. Last year 
62% of such farmers did actually 
change their -seed. .
